The 
new: orater of eruption is only about 9 
metres scross, but its adjoining portion 
about 600 metres by 400 motres-was blown 
up. The pungency of the amtke makes 
the approach impossible at present. The 
Yahazu hot apring is in the-vicinity, All 
the “houses - around . that hot spring ore 
buried up to the eaves.
